TOWN COUNSEL RULES 


WITH BLUE LAWS 

Town Counsel Philip Buzzell 
has ruled that the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen have no le- 
gal right to issue ‘Sunday’ 
licenses to real estate firms 
in Wilmington. 

His answer to a question put 
by the Board of Selectmen on 
June 28th was read in Nonday 
night's Selectmen’s meeting,

WINNER OF 5 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
UNHAPPY ARE THE TRUCKERS 


NATIONAL 


The man who operates a truck or two has an 
unhappy lot. He is convinced that the hand of 
everyone is raised against him. Everytime he 
turns around someone is protesting about his 
business - he is accused, for instance, of 
spilling gravel on the highways, he is accused 
of drivnng demon-like at 60 miles an hour down 
residential streets, either when all the chil- 
dren of a neighborhood are at play, or else at 
the hour of 3 o'clock in the morning. 

But Wilmington's truckers, or some of them, 
are unhappy for other reasons. 

In one case a man who, while not strictly 
local, has done w lot of work around these 


parts, is convinced that the town hall has di- 
rectly intervened so that he is losing or has 
lost a job involving some thousands of yards of 
material. Perhaps the man is 100% wrong, but 
he thinks he has read the signs correctly. 

Another case, involving a small operator, is 
the story of the excess materials from the 
Concord-Federal Street highway job. This man 
offered to truck away the excess material free 
of charge. He of course intended to sell the 
material, and make money, but the town would 
save the cost of truck hire. 

Instead he stands unhappily on the sidewalk 
and watches town-hired trucks take away that 
material, and dump it on a private lot which is 
about a mile or more away. 

Both as a taxpayer, and as a trucker he is 
an unhappy man. 


THE 1961 TAX RATE 

The $67 tax rate announced Monday was no 
surprise. In effect it was predicted by this 
column last March, just before the Town Meeting 
while the Town Hall Moguls were talking $70. 

Readers will remember that after the Holy 
Budget was finally released from the Executive 
Sessions an error of $28,487.84 was found by 
the Town Crier, and that’ the Town Crier was al- 
so critical of the predicted increase of valua- 
tion of taxable property. 

Staticians wre kept working in the Town 
Hal] all dey long, in an effort to prove the 
Town Crier wrong, and it is still a pretty good 
bet that no one would have known of the error 
if this column hadn't pointed it out. We can 
and have made mistakes, but not that time. 

The predicted increase was given to the vo- 
ters as $645,785. Speaking conservatively the 
Town Crier said it would be at least $800,000. 

It turned out to be $1,562,710.
